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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Independent claims 1 and 34 limit the claims more narrowly than their supposed analogous couterparts in the 
amendment filed 1/23/2007. Specifically, currently amended claims 1 and 34 recite "at least one of highlighting said suspect region and 
delineating said suspect region", but fail to include the other alternatives such as displaying composite images or displaying fluorescence 
images as shown in claims 8 and 41 in the amendment filed 1/23/2007. This raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and search . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicants' arguments with respect to 
claims 1 and 34, white light imaging is clearly disclosed by Fulghum (abstract, last sentence). Applicants contend that Fulghum does not 
teach white light imaging but red light imaging instead. Examiner understands Applicants' argument, and agree that Fulghum may teach 
what can be interpreted as red light imaging, based on col. 5, lines 31-54. However, in the same paragraph, Fulghum clearly states a 
white light imaging source (line 40), which would clearly read on the limitations as claimed in the instant application. Furthermore, 
Fulghum clearly refers to this type of imaging as "white light imaging" in the last sentence of the abstract. 

Regarding Applicants' arguments with respect to the teaching of a background task, Examiner asserts that Freitag teaches the limitation 
as explained in paragraph 5, page 4, of the Office action dated 7/23/2007.
